The July 1967 issue, number 91, of "The Thunderbolt", 
self-described as the "official White Racial organ of the National 
States Rights Party" (NSRP), a character issat ion of which appears 
in the Appendix, contains numerous articles regarding the Israeli 
attack on the USS LIBERTY on June 8, 1967, in which 34 members of 
the Uo S, Navy were killed and 75 wounded . In one of the articles 
captioned, "Jews Desperate to Cover Up USS Liberty Attack", the 
publication states, "We demand aid and support to the Arab people 
in their fight for freedom and liberation of lands taken by the Jew 
aggressors ." The article continues that support of the stand 
can be manifested through distribution of extra copies of "The 
^Thunderbolt" and joining the National States Rights Party (NSRP) . 

Page 7 reflects an article captioned, "Communists Say 
'Outlaw Anti-Jewism'", in which information is set forth regarding 
the State of New York revising its State Constitution for which a 
convention has been called* The revision of the State Constitution 
concerns any incitement to racism. or A/ti-Jewism b v considered a 
crime punishable by law. This revision has gained the support of the 
New York Communist Party of which Gil Green is State Chairman . The 
article continues by stating that the "U. S. Reds" also urged that 
students be given full "participation in all policy making decisions 
of State Colleges and Universities and also called for the banning 
of RGTC military training on college campuses . 

Page 7 also contains an article captioned "NSRP To Challenge 
Negroes in Cleveland", in which the article states that the NSRP

Farris, described as the NSRP Chapter Leader, has pre- 
pared the rally grounds and the whites will march through 
Cleveland to let the officials and the businessmen of Cleveland 
be aware that there will bo no surrender of white rights to, 
"Lucifer King and his black mobs". The article claims that 
Connie Lynch will to in Cleveland arousing the whites to defend 
their rights by the time this issue of "The Thunderbolt" is 
received and that shortly after July 4 Doctor Edward R, Fields, 
National Director, and R. D. Eldridge, the National Organizer, 
and J. B. Stoner will be in CV land to help lead the struggle 
for the white rights. Further on in the article the NSRP 
"has called for supporters from throughout America to head for 
Cleveland to back up the party leadership and defense of white 
people of Cleveland. Those who are not tied down with jobs are 
expected to arrive in sufficient numbers to more than counter 
bal ance the Negro demonstrators. Whites have a Constitutional 
right to peacefully counter demonstrate for their rights and 
that is exactly what the NSRP is now going to do in Cleveland. 
All whites who can go to Cleveland to support the NSRP'S 
'White power 1 demonstration should immediately notify the 
National Headquarters of the party at Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, 
Georgia.

Page 9 announces the National Convention of the NSRP 
for 1967 to be held in Jacksonville, Florida, August 25,26 and 
27, 1967 at the Carpenters Hall, 920 Main Street, with the 
NSRP National Committee meeting being teLd 8; 00 PM August 26 in 
the Hall. This announcement has named the host as "local 
NSRP Leader GENE WILSON".

This article deals with the 
recent Mexican uprising in the State of New Mexico, part of Which 
consisted of an armed attack upon the County Courthouse to relets 
Mexican prisoners. It claims that the New Mexico National Guard 
supported by tanks and State Police moved out to capture the 
Mexicans whose arrest was subsequently effected. The article 
continued by stating that the Justice Department had ordered the 
FBI to determine whether or not the rights of the Mexicans were 
violated when their homes were searched without warrants. 

Page 10 has an advertisement regarding "White Power 
License Plates" consisting of "Thr ^mderpolt" -flag, which 
are available through Eddie S, doi'Miy, Uuairman, Greensboro. ; 
NSRP; P. O. Box 11125, Greensboro, North Carolina, for $1,25. 

each. 

Page 10 also contains an article captioned 
"Negro Brainwashes at FBI Academy". This article reflects 
that State and City Police Departments sent promising police 
officers to the FBI National Academy for special training and 
that President Johnson had sent one of his appointments, James B, 
Parsons, a Negro Federal Judge from Chicago, to lecture to the 
June 7 graduates of the Academy. In the lecture Judge Parsons 
claimed that "minority groups deserve special attention and 
protection". The article continued by quoting the Judge as 
stating that a personally prejudice police officer "makes the 
Government the peoples enemy" and that "such a policeman makes 
governing a universal irritant." The last paragraph of this 
article asserts "if local police officers are going to have to 
sit through such insulting brotherhood propaganda talks at the 
FBI Academy, the time has come for local eitissens to request 
that their City fathers cease uiing such FBI training-"*'* *P 
not needed," 

Page 12 has an article captioned "Blacks Want White 
•Jobs" i which pertains to 24 Negroes who have gone into the 
U, S. '.District Court in South Carolina in an effort to force 
Campbell Soup Company's frozen food plant at Sumpter to hire 
unqualified Negroes in place of qualified whites, 

Psge 12 also contains an article in which Philip 
Bobbitt., identified as the 18-year-old nephew of President Lyndon 
Johnson, refused to cooperate with the police when he returned 
from his Austin, Texas home where he had been recovering from a 
severe beating given him near the Volunteers in Service to 
America (VISTA) in a predominately black area of Venice, California, 
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The article claimed that Bobfcltt did not mam© the race of hi® 
assailants nor would he assist the Los Angeles Police Departraen 
in viewing possible suspects. Bonbitt, the son of Mrs. Becky 
Bopbitt, identified as President Johnson's younger sister, 
claimed that his attackers thought him to he a white stranger 
in their area.

The April, 1968, issue, #100, of "The Thunderbolt", 
the official publication of the National States Rights Party, 
a characterization of which a.ppears in the attached Appendix , 
has a page one article headlined "Riot Commission Report 
Backfires. ♦ . . Whites Openly Protest LBJ's Charging Them 
Guilty of Riots", 

The accompanying article attacks the conclusions 
reached in the recent report issued by the National Advisor^ 
Commission on Civil Disorders, charging that the appointed 
committee did not write the report but that it was entirely 
written by David Ginsburg whom it identifies as a long-time 
member of the socialist Americans for Democratic Action. The 
article concludes on page two that it is time to cease 
appeasing the Negro and it is time to get tough with him. 
It notes that the police in Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
have shown how to put down riots and relates that once 
black insurrectionists were gunned down by the law officers, 
peace returned. 

An article on page two charges that "another Jew" 
also wrote the State of New Jersey riot reports. This 
article concludes that it is organized Jewry which continues 
to tell the Negroes they are oppressed and should demand 
more. It states that repeatedly the Jew agitates the Negro 
to violence.

Page three contains a headlined exhortation for 
readers to write their congressman in order to "beat open 
housing" . 

Another article on the same page relates a 
story that rich Negroes are traveling to Sweden to obtain 
white wives . This article also contains the claim that 
"The Thunderbolt" circulates in all fifty states and 
in all of the western European countries. 

Page four contains an article commenting on the 
court leniency given individuals identified as supporters 
of President Johnson . It names such individuals as 
Bobby Baker ? Ralph Ginzburg and Louis Wolf son. 

The principal article on page five charges that 
Negroes desert under fire in the war in Vietnam, relating 
that the Negro has been given the opportunity to prove 
his "equality" but has failed. 

The editorial page, page six, contains the masthead 
whxeh notes that "The Thunderbolt, Inc." is published monthly 
and that the subscription rate is $5 per year. It gives the 
mailing address as Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia, 
and identified the editor as Dr. Edward R. Fields. 

The editorial on this page which is by-lined 
Dr. Edward R. Fields pertains to a charge that Israel has 
declined to pay for the destruction of the USS Liberty. 
It exhorts the readers not to forget the 34 men killed on 
the Liberty which it says were murdered on the Jewish altar 
of war. 

The letters to the editor which commenced on page 
six contain a letter from Mrs. Alton Wayne Roberts, Meridian, 
Mississippi, whom it identified as the wife of a framed 
Mississippi patriot who asks that white men stand and fight. 
The letter charges that the convicted men were placed before 
a court of blind justice, harassed by the FBI, threatened 
with phone calls and letters and thrown in jail from a 
scheme well planned for being white Christians.

Another letter to the column is identified as being 
from a *yj, MX&il&&i&$ New York" which relates in a column 
and a ha ll various inf or taat ion alout St?.lin which he says 
clears the Jewish smoke screen from the matter. Another 
letter is identified as being from "G* H." of Sevier ville, 
Tennessee, which charges that the politicians of Kiioxville 
have made a league with the Jews of Knoxville to keep the 
Negroes cool this summer . This letter states that the 
writer has read the book "The Negro a Beast" and highly 
recommends it, stating also that the reader has purchased 
35 copies of the March edition of "The Thunderbolt" which 
he would distribute*

An article on page eight comments that the 
present edition of "The Thunderbolt" is the 100th edition, 
noting that the first edition was published 10 years ago 
in Louisville 5 Kentucky and was produced in the attic of 
the residence of Millard D. Grubbs. The article notes that 
the five patriotic friends in Louisville financed the initial 
monthly deficits of the publication since every edition lost 
money the first year. 

This same article also note$ that other publications 
have merged with n The Thunderbolt", identifying them as 
"The Georgia Tribune", "The Rebel", "The Virginian", "The 
American Digest" and "The X~Ray". 

Page eight also notes that meetings are to be 
held on April 3 and April 4, 1968, at Hattisburg, Mississippi, 
and Jackson, Mississippi, respectively at which J* B. S toner 
of Savannah, Georgia, and local speakers would speak. 

Page nine is mostly devoted to an article attacking 
Louis E. Wolf son and commenting on his conviction. This 
same page also reproduces a letter from the "Friends of 
Lou Wolf son Committee, Jacksonville, Florida", under a 
headline which charges that Jacksonville Jews rally behind a 
convicted criminal.

The article states that this 
protest resulted in the firing of the individual and reminds 
readers to remember the event the next time they purchase 
a car. 

Page eleven reproduces an application for membership 
in the National States Rights Party with the accompanying 
pledge that the signer is against Jewish communism monopoly, 
race mixing and internationalism. The pledge also contains

Page twelve is mostly devoted to a list of books 
and literattire available from "The Thunderbolt" and it 
also contains an article urging readers to purchase additional 
copies of "The Thunderbolt" to distribute . 

This same page contains an announcement that Dr. 
Edward B« Fields would speak at San Diego, California, on 
April 18, 1968, and at Los Angeles, California, on April 
19-21, 1968. It states Oregon and Washington meeting notices 
would be later mailed to supporters. 

This edition of the "The Thunderbolt" also contained 
an accompanying single sheet of paper which requests support 
of a National States Rights Party headquarters building 
fund. This leaflet states that the National States Rights 
Party needs a permanent home for its headquarters and it would 
be a trememdous boost to the work the National States Rights 
Party is performing .

The June, 1968, Edition 102 , of "The Thundpy* *V»l \ 
the official publication of the National States Fights 
Party (NSRP) , a characterization of which appears in tMe 
attached Appendix, headlines a main front page article, 
"Negroes Demand Guaranteed Annual Wage... White Peofl^ 1 
Taxes To Triple— Humphrey, Kennedy, McCarthy Back Fir*" 

The accompanying front page article is critics" 
of the proposed plan to guarantee an annual \yage„ It alt*v 
alleges that various public figures, such as Robert F. 
Kennedy, Senator Pr*rey, Senator Eugene McCarthy, and 
Vice-President Hubert Humphrey, support the plan. 

It exhorts the readers to write their Congressmen 
to oppose the plan, advising that it would be cheaper to 
ship Negroes back to Africa than to continue ridiculous 
welfare spending. 

A sentence under a front page picture identifies 
a Mr. Joseph Mlot-Maoz, 18 Boardman Street, Salem, Massa- 
chusetts, as the individual carrying a picket sign* The 
individual is also identified as a NSRP supporter who was 
stabbed by so-called "Poor Peoples" marchers. 

Various articles on pages 1, 2, anu 3 are critical 
of Martin Luther King who, it states, attended a Communis % 
training school: "Time" and "Newsweek" magazines which, it 
states, are run by Jews; as well as President Lyndon B* 
Johnson who, it states, is beingadvised on Viet Nam war 
policy by a Jew, Y/alter Rosto^yTN . /^n- _£ tf<o%o - tykfT

Another article on page 4 is critical of Israel' -- 
reported refusal to pay requested benefits for the _ 
killed in the attack on the n uSS LIBfciux , 

The entire page 5 is devoted to an article con 
cerning Robert B. DePugh, whom it describes as the ™J£ 
known leader of the Minutemen < se ^ A f ®f ^^J^gf i ca ! 
is also illustrated by a reproduction of an ^,^ n £4^ s 
tion Order for DePugh, and the accompanying article relays 
an account regarding DePugh 's reported conspiracy to commit 
bank robberies in the State of YJashington. 

The same article notes that DePugh continues to 
run the Minutemen by long distance telephone, and is 
publishing a newsletter called Underground New J Bulletin 
which "The Thunderbolt" receives. The article /^ F^L 
DePugh has successfully evaded apprehension and is dezyin^ 
the Federal Government. 

Page 6 is the editorial page, which identifies 
"The Thunderbolt" as being published by ^e Thunderbolt , in o 
Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia, and cue Editor as 
Dr. Edward R. Fields. 

The Editorial is critical of President Johnson, 
charging him with personally contributing to the recent 
destruction occurring in the Nation's capital. It charges 
President Johnson with a number of actions, ^J*^? * iS 
orderine police not to shoot Negro looters or arsonists, 
and listing ?o? 20 hours a request that troops be used 
to stop the rioting.

Letters to the editor comprised the most ojl Ua© 
balance of page 6 and most of page 7. These letters Include 
one from a Ned Guemey, San Francisco , California , which 
that the prime reason for the growth of hereditary iuentfi^ 
illness j, venereal disease , and drug addiction is the 
ever-increasing proportion of Negro and Jewish mongrels 
within the limits of our national boundaries. 

Page 8 contains an article announcing that *' *** 
New Patriot 1 * magazine has merged with "The Thunderbolt". 
The accompanying article notes that "The New Patriot" ^ag*- 
ssine, over the past two years , has gained the reputation 
as Americans Number One White Racist Intellectual Quarter"*^ 
It notes that the printing, postage, and clerical costs 
finally overcame this outstanding maga&iue>. The article 
relates that, beginning this month, all readers of the 
magazine will begin receiving "The Thunderbolt" and that, 
by special arrangement with the magazine editor, Stephen 
Langton, all White Racist books and literature of the maga- 
zine will now be available to "The Thunderbolt" subseri wrc* 

Another article on page 8 reports a California 
tour by Dr. Edward R. Fields, of "The Thunderbolt" . The 
article states that four very important meetings were held, 
the first of which was in San Francisco. It notes that 
a number of new people were contacted who were interested 
in the establishment of many Chapters in the San Diego 
area, and that the speakers at the meetings were Dr. Fields, 
Rev. Connie Lynch, and California NSRP Coordinator Neuman 
Britton. 

The article notes that these three speakers were 
joined in Los Angeles by Bob Barber, of Fresno, California, 
who is described as a long-time supporter. 

The article comments that a second Los Angeles 
rally was also held in the Embassy Auditorium and was attends 
by a packed hall that overflowed into the balcony. 

This article notes that there can be no doubt tn^ ■, 
Los Angeles is one of the "real hot spots of NSRP support-.

Activities of the United States House of Representatives 
published a "Preliminary Report on Neo«Fascist and Hate Groups" 
which discussed their growth and objectives at length. This 
report indicates that Common Sense has a circulation which 
fluctuates between 30,000 and 100,000 copies an issue. It 
describes "Common Sense" as a "hate sheet" vehicle which 
publishes "some of the most vitriolic hate propaganda ever to 
come to the attention of the committee, " 

According to the report, "Common Sense" depicts 
communism as Judaism and devotes its pages almost entirely 
to attacks on the Jewish and to a lesser extent, the Negro 
minorities in the United States, Sympathy for the former 
Nasi Government in Germany is also shown in the paper.

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention held 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957 . An article 
in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville Piedmont, 
a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, reported "the 
recent formation of a new political party, to be known as 
the United White Party." According to the article, the 
party was formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, 
Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented ♦ The 
UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals." 
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The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
descnbed as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank- 
and-f xle "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under

The February, 1969, issue of "The Thunderbolt", 
a publication of the National States Rights Party (NSRP), 
a characterization of which appears in the attached Appendix, 
headlines a front page story "Nixon Keeps L.B.J. |s Negress As 
Chief Enforcer Of School Mixing". The accompanying article 
refers to Ruby Martin, identified as a Negro and as the Chief 
of the Enforcement Division of Health, Education and Welfare.

A related article on the front page noxes that any school district 
wishing to "defy these tyrants',' HEW, or any parents of children 
can phone NSRP Headquarters in Savannah, which would send organizers 
and speakers to help "fight to preserve our chiloren , (from 
integration) .

Page 3 is devoted to news of so-called "bestial acts" 
of Negroes in Africa.

Another story on the same page is 
devoted to the story of a white woman in a Detroit, Michigan, 
church being raped by a Negro, This article urges that it 
is a matter of honor to fight back and put a stop to the 
perpetrators of such horrible crimes, noting that our fore- 
fathers hanged such criminals on the spot. 

Stories on page 4 are devoted to such articles as 
comments on Arthur F. Burns, identified as a Jew being raised to 
Cabinet rank. It also notes that President Nixon has named 
Walter Annenberg, a Jew and a gambler, as U. So Ambassador to 
Great Britain, One of the articles on this page comments on 
the appointment of Henry Kissinger and noted that it is "high 
time the white majority in this country rise up and demand 
that a Christian be given a chance at this most powerful of 
all positions in our Government". 

Page 5 of the publication contains additional stories 
regarding individuals identified as Jews whom the article states 
are Communists. 

Page 6 contains the masthead which identifies the 
editor as Dr. Edward R. Fields and the publications address 
as Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia • Most of the remaining 
columns on page 6 and 7 are devoted to reprints of letters to the 
editor, one of which is idervtified as being from Mrs. Ann Bishop 
whom it identifies as residing in West Fork, Arkansas, and the 
former Chairman of the NSRP of Arkansas.
